Ibe port of New York alone, during the 
yecr which ended June 30th, is reporttd to 
be $!>3,430,600 ; aud as it is admitted that 
by means of false invoices prepared to evade 
a portion of the duty, this kind of mer- 
chandise is underrated from thirty to forty 
per cent., it is manifest that the real value 
of the immense importation may be safely 


estimated at $125,000,000, which is more 
than equal to half the entire currency of 
this country.

Department, in discontinuing many of tho 
country mail routes in this State—cutting 
down others to hulf service, or less, says tho 
Bucks county Intelligencer, is receiving 
the just condemnation of the people whire- 
over they have become informed of the par 
ticulars. 
Hundreds of small post-offices 


throughout the State are now cut off from 
all supplies of mail matter, and the inhabi- 
tants of the surrounding districts are obliged 
to serve themselves as they best can, or do 
without. 


This sudden and unreasonable depriva- 


tion of mail facilities, by the action of the 
Government, will do more to render it odi- 


ous and unpopular with the masses of the 
people than wonld a more important error 
in conducting the foreign policy of the 
country.' This movement strikes directly 
at the interests of the people, and each one 
in any way affected by the etiange, feels 
this as a personal injury, and will resent it 
accordingly. 
It is a most hazardous step 


for the Administration, and one that the 
apologists for its misdeed* will find it very 
difficult to justify. 


The excuses for this proceeding set up by 


the Administration are, the fulling off of 
the national revenue, and the fjilure of 
Congress to pass the Post Office Appropri- 
ation Bill.
